NOTES OF THE WEEK. 
JEWISH MODE OF KILLING ANIMALS FOR. FOOD. 


There is a sort of grim irony in these persistent attacks of the“ Animals’ 
Friends ” on the Jewish mode of slaying beasts for food. The Jewish law is the 
only one which enjoins mercy to the animal world. The Jewish religious code is 
the only Biblical one which has distinctly paid regard to all sentient creatures as 
a principle of conduct for men, has elaborated it into a system, and evolved 
certain duties from it. The principle that man has no right unnecessarily to 
inflict pain on living beings, ON ‘>y3 Ayy, is not a mere sentiment in the heart of 
the Jew, but a feeling endowed with a high vitality, vested with revealed Supreme 
sanction, strong enough to act as a motive power in all his proceedings. For 
four thousand years the Jew was the only representative of this principle on earth, 
No Christian had the idea that he owed any obligation to the brute creation. The 
New Testament is totally silent on the subject. The Christian’s reasoning was, and, 
for aught we know, is still that of the majority in Christendom, that if there 
existed any such duty, Jesus or his apostles would surely have referred to it. It 
is true that this duty might lrave been inferred from the Fourth Commandment, 
which secures periodical rest to the beast the same as to man, Dut it is precisely 
this Commandment. which Paul undertook to abolish, and which is, to this day, 
disregarded by all Christian’ sections on earth, the handful of the Seventh- 
Day Keepers in the United States and England alone excepted. 


And now 
comes the irony. 


A number of sensitive Christians having after cighteen 


centuries—as if it were only yesterday—imade the discovery that, after all, the 


New Testament is not quite the auintessence of all morality, and that some 
crumbs of it might be picked up even in the Law,a curse though it be—and that 
regard for damb creatures is one of these crumbs—they fierccly tun round 
upon the custodians of this Law and the old representatives of the new-fangled 
doctrines taken up by them, and charge their teachers with the gross violation 
of this-principle. Not only have: these attacks been made in England, but. 
as though the watzhword had gone fortb, all over'the Continent, wherever 
societies for the protection of animals have been formed. It is ia vain that 
most eminent veterinary surgeons have testified that the Jewish mode of 
killing beasts for food. is as merciful as any yet devised—the attacks have 
nevertheless been persistently continued. There are Cantons in Switzerland 
where an orthodox Jew to this day must either abstain from animal food, or 
import it from abroad, the authorities having interdicted the Jewish method of 
slaying brutes, under the pretence that it is animal torture, forbidden by the law of 
the land. It never occurs to these sentimentalists that there is yet ‘another aspect 
in which the question may be viewed, and which is much more important than 


animal torture, even if the Jewish mode of slaying animals came under this. 


category. Besides the subject of animal torture, there is the hygienic question. 
If the “ Animal’s Friend ” were asked why he allowed animals to be killed at 
all, his reply would be, because they are required for food. And if further 
pressed with the question that there is plenty of food on earth, apart from the 
flesh of beasts, his answer, no doubt, would be that in certain climates for 
certain constitutions, and for persons engaged in certain occupations, or requiring 
on Certain occasions special stimulating and nourishing food, flesh meat is 
absolutely necessary. Hence, it is clear that if flesh meat is at all requisite, it 
should be of the most wholesome and most nutritious kind. Now, experience 
has taught that of all the methods as yet devised for killing animals for food 
none complies so well with these conditions as that employed by the 
Jews. Experience has taught that every other method is likely to leave in 
the joints particles of blood which become quickly decomposed, putrify and 
taint the meat, and thus prove a source of disease to the consumer, while 
the Jewish manner so thoroughly deprives the limbs of blood that 
no danger from it need be feared. This is not a mere theory, but 
has only very lately shown itself to be a stern seality, A consider- 
able nuaber of individnals in the Italian army having been attacked 
by sickness, it was proved that the mischief was the consequence of their 
having consumed meat in which there were putrifying particles of blood ; and 
one member of the medical commission of inquiry went so far as to maintain 
that the most eflicient means for preventing the recurrence of the evil would be 
to employ the Jewish method for killing animals, in order to get rid of all the 
blood before the meat is cooked. This hygienic side of the question, not even 
touched by the assailants of the Jews, appears to us much more important than 


the other upon which they dwell so emphatically. But we join issue with them 
even on their own side of the question. Professional men, we contend, are 
much better judges of the question than mere sentimentalists guided by 
appearances. Now, what is the opinion of experts? That all these convulsive 
movements of the slanghtered animal are mechanical, that the cnt itself by the 
keen edge of a knife, which must be free from any notch that might be 
perceived by the most Celicate touch, can hardly be painful, that conscious- 
ness is being rapidly lost in proportion to the rapid loss of blood, and that the 
loss of blood is most rapid as the jugular veins and the carotides have to be 
opened. While contending that the Jewish mode of killing animals is as 
merciful as any that has as yet been proposed, we are not prepared io deny that 
there may not be cruelty in the means employed for felling the animal, or in 
other preliminary preparations for this purpose. Ifthere exists any contrivance for 
avoiding such cruelty it should certainly be ueed, and all persons employed in the 
slaughter-lhouse shon'd be enjoined to use no more force than is requisite for the 
accomplishment of the task. The animal should not be driven into the slaughter- 
house until everything is prepared for slaying it, and the slayer be ready to do 
his work the moment it has been placed in the suitable position on the ground. 
But these details do not touch the main question. If the necessary opera- 
tions follow each other quickly, there is no reason to suppose that the animal 
suffers more pain by having its throat cut than by being knocked on the head, 
although the struggling and convulsive movements may be much greater in the 
former than in the latter case. Nor do we see why the eyes of the animal migit 
not be bandaged before it is taken into the slaughter-house. It would certainly 
be merciful to spare it the sight of the several paraphernalia of death around 
it; for although consciousness of the impending fate can neither be so vivid nor 
so distinct in it as it would be in a human being, yet the horror which the cattle 
often manifest when they approach the slaughter-house and the violence 
frequently necessary to force them in, prove that their presentiment, however 
vague, is yet powerful enough to strike them with terror. 


COMMON NUISANCES, 


While a distinguished assembly, representing a very considerable portion of 
the population, is celebrating the fifticth anniversary of the re peal of some of 
the most degradivg and galling laws ever devised by intolerance, an ‘attempt is. 
being made to carry through the legislature an coactment, which, if passed, 
would lay upon large sections of the nation, a yoke still more heavy, still more 
unendurable, than that shaken off two generations age. A letter published in 
our last, brings under attention a most disgraceful attempt made by tyransical 
bigotry to revive an inquisitorial piece of legislation, such as could only have been 
conceived by the most extreme clericalism. “The Criminal Code (Indictable 
Offences) Bill,” now before Parliament, proposes, in chapter 16, under “Common 
Nuisances,” to punish the keeper of any disorderly house (the italics are ours), 
by two years’ imprisonment with hard labour, and then goes on to deline what 
sort of houses are disorderly. To this class belong “any common bawdy house, 
~ommon gaming-house, common betting-house, or disorderly place of entertain- 
ment.” ‘So far’so good. But. what kind of houses are to be considered as 
disorderly places of entertainment? Now comes the cloven foot. The devout 
keepers of the Sunday are not satisficd with securing to themselves a sare 
road to heaven; their neighbours, too, must, nolens volens, tread the same path. 
They must either have their usual after-dinner nap at church, must sing psalins, 
or must be given over to idleness and ennu:. For they are not to attend on 
Sundays “ any place for publicly debating on any subject whatsoever” where 
they would have to pay for their adinission, or a higher price than on week-days 
for any refreshment they migh take ; no, not even if the place sliould be kept up 
by subscriptions or other contribations ; although they would be at liberty, if 
so minded, to go on rivting in the parks, creating disturbances, to the great 
annoyance and molestation of the peaceful population. So a club, say for 
respectable workingmen, or of the nature of that whi h goes by the name of 
the venerable Sir Moses Montefiore, in which grave subjects of public interest 
are occasionally discussed, or. harmless, edifying and refining entertaimenta 
given on Sundays, are placed on a par with bawdy houses! The thou: 
sands of theists all throughout the Jand, including some of the highest 
intelligences of the nation, and much of its philanthropy, must not meet on 
Sundays in a hired room for the discussion of any subject whatever, although 
the Sunday to them is no more than any other day. The hundred thousands of 
workingmen whose only leisure day is Sunday, must not attend their own 
debating club for the ventilation of any subject whatsoever, however momentous 

‘and whatever the interest attaching to it. Will the country submit to this revived 
piece of Sunday legislation ? Is the yoke of the Sunday laws not heavy enough 


already that it is wished to increase their weight ? Surely the Board of Deputies — 


will not hold its peace in the face of such a threat held out by this Dill now 
before the House of Commons. Surely the Board, formed for the purpose of 
protecting Jewish interest fromm unjust legal interference, will exert itself to 
have these obnoxious clauses struck out, modified, or if this be impracticable, to 
eet Jewish clubs and mectings—we say advisedly meetings, for the law once 
passed no body can say what extent may be given it in its application— 
exempted from their operation. The Board would not do its duty if it failed to 
pay attention to the appeal made to it by our correspondent.

HARPUR. TRUST AT BEDFORD. | 
While Jewish parents impressed with the advantages offered by education 
in public schools are looking about for institutions of this kind to which ner 
might entrust their sons, and are even willing to submit to humiliating condi- 


t.ons in order to secure this boon, there are within a reasonable distance from the 
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metropolis excellent scholastic establishments rot only ready to welcome scholars 
of the Jewish faith, but actually giving them an invitation. We are referiing to 
the Schools of the Harpur Trust at Bedford, which have been noticed repeatedly 
in these columns, The Bedfordshire Mercury, of the 15th inst., contains a full 
report of the last quarterly meeting of the governors of this Trust, at which 
Captain Colburne’s motion, “ that boys of the Jewish persuasion attending any 
school of the Harpur Trost be permitted to absent themselves from school on 
Jewish Sabbaths and Festivals,” gave rise to a debate as interesting as it 18 
yratifying. Every one of the speeches made, wich one single exception, breathed 
a epirit of liberalism which reflects the highest credit on the governors of the 
Trust. The mover of the resolation observed : 


“ The whole principle, I take it, of the Educational Acts of the present day 
being advancement and not retrogression, I cannot he!p thinking that when the 
present Scheme was made law it was an oversight not to have defined more clearly 
the religious exemptions. The object of educational schemes has been generally to 
bring education and place it the door of the people of England, but we kuow that 
a Jew cannot go to school when the observance of his Sabbath is interfered with. 
| don’t wish for a moment to interfere with any of the regulations of the schools, 
imte boy may suffer disadvantage, and I think the Head-Masters could obviate it. 
in these schools, under the old Scheme, as the Clerk will, I think, bear me out, the 
exemption of Jewish boys on certain days worked remarkably well. Mr. Moore, pre- 
decessor of Mr. Finlinson, used to allow the Jewish children to be exempted from 
prayers as a matter of course, and from attending schools on Saturdays and other 
Jewish festivals, and I have seen a letter in which Mr. Moore said he had found it 
did not interfere with the working of the school, and more, that he had the greatest 
pleasure in bearing testimony tothe good conduct of the Jewish children under 
him. | Dr. Storrar, if you will remember, sir, some month or six weeks back, men- 
tioned, while speaking on the subject, the great mark that the Jews have made in 
the University of London. Why should we not place the Jews in the same position 
as others in our schools, and reap the advantage of having clever Jewish children 
turned out from our schools, thereby raising the tone and public character of our 
echools! I shall conclude by moving the resolution,” 


Alderman Coombs, in supporting the resolution, said: 
“] think the object of Captain Colburne in proposing the resolution is that it 


should be thoroughly and widely understood that every facility would be given to 
Jewish families to send their boys to our Bedford schools, It has been said on pre- 


vious occasions in this room, when the question has been under consideration, that — 


at present there is only one Jewish family living in the town and that there are no 
Jewish boysin the schools, but the contention is—by the only Jew occupying a 
house in the town, Mr. Lissack—that it is within great probablity if some such reso- 
lution as that proposed were passed, it would be a direct inducement to many Jewish 
families to settle in Bedford. At the present time they goto greater distances 


because it is recognised that such exemptions as this are granted without special 
application being made in each case,” 


Captain Glubb remarked : 
“ Does Captain Colburne desire to legislate for Jews alone? Why not so word a 
motion that it would take in all religious bodies. A Mahbometan might come to the 


town and Hindoos and Dissenters might claim similar exemptions. I think legisla- 
tion should be for all religous bodies and not for one in particular.” 


in a letter addressed to the Chairman by the Head Master, read to the meeting, 
this gentleman wrote: “The school, by its statutes, is clearly open to all boys of 
good character and good health, and therefore to Jews as well as others without 
any special legislation ; and it is my wish to carry out the scheme in spirit as 
well as in letter.” If itis considered that Bedford is an agricultural town, far 
away from the bustle and-excitement of commercial and manufacturing centres, 
and that both rents ard the necessaries of life are moderate, it will be admitted 
that the public schools there hold ont advantages to families of restricted means 
for the education oftheir children hardly offered by any other place. "It is 
generally believed that the inhabitants of agricultural districts are less disposed 
to do homage to the progress of the age than the commercial classes. Bedford 
certainly lends no countenance to this opinion. The views expressed in the 
debate upon which we comment, are impregnated with the sentiments of the 
noblest liberalism.and the highest enlightenment. Jewish boys attending the 
Bedford excellent grammar school need not be afraid to purchase the boon at 
the cost of any religious sacrifice, Every one of their conscientious scruples 


would be heeded, and their religious observances as much respected as those of 
the pupils belonging to the general population. rs 


THE. JEWISH POPULATION IN ENGLAND. 

De. Maurice Davis has computed this population at 68,300 souls, This 
number may appear small, considering that England Las now again been open 
to Jews for over two centuries, that during this period they have not experienced 
any of those persecutions to which they were subjected in.most Continental 
countries, and that for the last fifty years there has practically existed no 
oppressive law against them, and last, not least, that the passport system never 
prevailed in this conntry. The question may be asked, how is this slow increase 
of the Jewish population in England to be accounted for? Yet more closely 
“considered it is not difficult to answer the question. The increase of the Jewish 
population in England would be much larger than it is, had there not been so 
tmany outlets for the inerease. In fact, England must be considered as the 
central point and the nursery whence many other countries drew, and are still 
drawing their Jewish population. The United States of America and Canada 
received their first Jewish settlers from England. 'The same was the case with the 
West Indian Islands, some of which had a considerable Jewish population. Aus- 
tralia, and, in our days, the African Colonies, act as drains upon the Anglo-Jewish 
community. Had there not been a constant immigration from the Continent 
and in part also from Morocco, the proportions of the Anglo-Jewish oouitiinntty 
would indeed have been very slender: and the question is, whetber this immi- 
gration equals the constant losses sustained by emigration to the distant possess 
sions of the Empire. Had England retained all these emigrants her Jewish 
population would probably have been now nearer two hundred than one hundred 
thousand. Ag it is, the increase of the Jewish population in the United Kingdom 
is decidedly larger than in the neighbouring France. The South of France has 
had a Jewieh population for a period exceeding three centuries, and the neigh- 


- dent and Treasurer, the latter for twelve years. 


bouring Alsace and Lorraine have furnished her a large contingent of Jewish 
settlers ever since her First Revolution removed all obstacles to Jewish immi- 
gration. Yet the number of French Jews does not reach a hundred thousand, 
It must be borne in mind that France had hardly any colonies to act as a drain 
upon her Jewish population, that the French, as a people, are little prone to 
emigration, and that reaching France is much easier than England, as no sea 
interposes between her and the céuntries in which the Jewish population is 
densest. In general, if we except Holland, which for her dimensions has a very 
considerable Jewish population, England has the largest of all these countries, 
which have only been in comparatively modern times accessible to Jewish 
immigrants. And there are special reasons which account for the preference at 
one time given to Holland by Jews in queet of,a home. Ilolland, as known, 
after her release from the Spanish yoke, was the first of the European countries 
which hospitahly threw open her ports to the numerous Jewish fugitives from 
the Pyrenéan Peninsula, and her toleration went to far that she even permitted 
conversions to Judaism. It was during the early part of the sixteenth century 
the only country of refuge for the hunted Jew. And when in 1648 the Cossacks 
massacred so many scores of thousands of Jews in Poland, a large nnmber of 
the fugitives found their way to Holland, and were, by the humanity of the 
Republic, allowed to settle there for good. Hence the large Jewish population 
in Holland. But for. these exceptional causes, the Jews of England would 
exceed in number those of Holland. As it is, their number in the United 
Kingdom probably equals that of the Jews in the Low Countries. 


RELIGIOUS INTOLERANCE.

POSEN, JUNE 24. 
According to intelligence from Ostrowo received here, a riot, directed 
against the Jews and Protestants, occurred yesterday at Kalisch, at the instiga- 
tion of persons taking part in a Catholic procession, The synagogue and a large 
number of shops were sacked, and 13 persons killed. The military had eventually 


to intervene to stop the disturbance. 


| POSEN, JUNE 26. 

A telegram from Kalisch, of yesterday's date, received here, states that tho 
disturbances on Sunday last were ultimately repressed by the military. The 
Governor issued an order of the day, proclaiming that all shops were to remain 
closed on the day following, and that not more than three persons should appear 
in the streets together. Eighty persons, amongst them several! clergymen, have 
been arrested, and 200 others are charged with participating in the riot, all of 
whom will be brought before a court-martial, which was immediately constituted 
to try the. offenders. |

A British PROTECTORATE OVER THE Hoty LANp.—The Paris correspondent 
of-the Pall Mall Gazette writes : “ A rumour has got afloat that Lord Beaconsfield will 
not return empty-handed, and that he is preparing for his countrymen a sensational 
surprise—no less a thing, in fact, than a British protectorate over the Holy Land. 
Whether this rumour has arisen from a perusal of ‘Coningsby,’ or whether it be 
based on the notion that Lord Beaconsfield would be doing a popular thing if he 
succeeded in that which the Crusaders failed to perform—anyhow, thereis a very 
widespread opinion among French politiciars (and it deserves, at least, mention on 
that account) that the coast from Beyrout to Gaza will soon become English ground, 
while the Christian standard of Britain will float over Jerusalem and Damascus. !t 
is said here that Lord Beaconsfield will never find such an opportunity as the present 
for realising one of his most oft-avowed dreams, The French under a republican 
Government are more indifferent to the fate of the Holy Land than they used to be 
under monarchical institutions, and would make little objection to its passing under 
the English flag ; while an excuse for the annexation might easily be found in the 
necessity for protecting the Christians of Palestine from fanatical massacres like 


that of 1860, This, say the French, would set Lord Beaconsfield right with the 


ecclesiastical section of Mr. Gladstone's followers, who accused him of being 
indifferent to the lot of the Bulgarian Christians ; while throughout every Protestant 


home in the three kingdoms there would be a thrill of joy at the thought that the 


Holy Sepulchre was at last rescued from the custody of infidels, In fact, French 
politicians suspect Lord Beaconsfield of planning a grand coup which would 50 
powerfully stir the sentimental and religious chord in his countrymen’s hearts that 
the supremacy of the Conservative party would be maintained at the polls—at all 
events, for the rest of his lordship’s lifetime. In all this, however, there is no talk 
of how the Turks would relish the proposed transfer, Doubtless the Russians would 
be glad enough to see Engand compound their spoliation of the Ottoman tetritory by 
sharing in it; and possibly the Turks also would see no objection to Ergland’s 
establishing a protectorate over Palestine, on the condition of her undertaking to 
become the guardian of the whole Turkish Empire in Asia. But the question 1s 
whether Englishmen, if they understood the full extent of the responsibilities 1n 
which such a bargain would involve them, would consent to it, and whether the 
Turks themselves would agree to the bargain unless England assumed every one of 
the responsibilities attendant upon protectorate. These are questions which I will 
not venvure to discuss. I merely record the opinions which are being circulated 
abroad, and which may or may not shortly prove to have a basis in facts.” 


MIDHAT PASHA concludes his article on “The Past, Present and Future of 
Turkey ” in the current number of the Nineteenth Centrry with the following passage : 
“ Turkey ought to be governed by constitutional réyime, if it is desired that serious

THE CRIMINAL CODE BILL AND THE BOARD OF DEPUTIES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—My attention has been directed to the 114th Sec. of the Criminal Code 


(Indictable Offences) Bill now before Parliament, as affecting the proceedings of 
Jewish Associations and Institutions on Sunday. Having compared the provi- 
sions of Sec. 114 with the laws now in fofce, prohibiting places being open or 
used for public entertainment, amusement or debate, on Sunday. I find that the 
proposed now enactment does not in any way make more stringent, alter or 
modify the existing law. The language of Sec. 114, Sub-Secs. B. and C. follows 
that of Sec. 1. of the 21 Geo. III. ch. 49, the statute now in force. In fact the 
sub-sections only re-enact the provisions of this statute against stich entertain- 
m n‘s. 

It is only places in which public entertainments or amusements are given, 
or in which debates take place, to which persons are admitted by paymevit, that 
are deemed disorderly houses. Associations like’ the Jewish Working Men's 
Club and other cognate mstitutions, and persons holding public meetings to which 
admission is free, will, if this Bill becomes law, be in no different position to 
what they arenow. The existing law is not, as stated by your correspondent 
“ Alert,” a dead letter, for under the above named Act of Geo. IIL., recent pro- 
ceedings were instituted against the Brighton Aquarium. It may be desirable, 
in the interest of the general public, to amend the law. Individually, I think 
that a modification of the statute of Charles II. against Sunday trading and the 
total repeal of thie statute of George III. are desirable ; but itis unreasonable to 
suppose that the Home Secretary and Law Officers of the Crown will, when 
introducing a Bill for codifying the existing criminal law and amending its pro- 
cedure, consider and discuss the whole of the laws regulating Sunday observance, 
upon the policy and rationalism of which great difference of opinion prevails, 
when not the slightest alteration in such law is proposed in the Bill now before 
Parliament. Speaking, therefore, individually, and without any authority from 
my colleagues at the Board of Deputies, I do not, for the reasons stated in this 
letter, think it necessary or expedient for the Board of Deputies to take any 
action to procure a modification of the language of the proposed enactment, nor 
to ask for exceptional legislation in the matter for Her Majesty's Jewish sub- 
jects, as suggested by your correspondent,—Yours obediently,

the majority of those who emigrate. Agricultural labourers, farm labourers, 
mechanics and tradesmen of every class are in great requisition in Adelaide, 
Sydney, and Natal, and can always earn more than a living; but clerks and 
persons that live by their pen invariably go to the wall, unless they have great 
luiuence ; so, if the poorer class of our coreligionists are not above hardwork, 
I certainly should advise them to try their luck in Sydney, and they will succeed. 

elbourne is over-stocked ; Natal is by no means a bad field, but keep away 
from Cape Town, Algoa Bay, and Kimberley, i the advice |would offer. I certainly 
would not recommend any person going to the United States, unless for plea- 
pure ; 
literally starving, and voluntary go to prison for the sake of getting food. 

In conclusion, I would say if thoss who wish to leave home are not afraid 
to put their shoulder to the wheel, let them try either of the places I have men- 
tioned, and they will stand a chance, but not unless they mean business ; other-

DISGRACEFUL PROCEEDINGS AL HULL.—A SUGGESTION. 
: TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—I was shocked to see in a Leeds paper a report of unseemly proceed- 
ings at the ilull Synagogue which resulted in a suminons before the mayistrates, 
These continued disturbances in provincial synagogues bring great disgrace 
upon the community. Keports of them are widely published, and the details 
are gloated over by our enemics. Tuose who know how much, prejudice is 
excited against us by the circulation of these—unfortunately, too well-founded 
—reports will bear me out in saying that their harmful effects cannot be exaz- 
gerated. Such matters should be dealt with as becomes a practical people, ‘The 
apppeals by letter of the Chief Rabbi are useless. They may cause a momentary 
lull in the disputes, but their effect soon wanes, and the squabbles break out 
with renewed vigour to the scandal of tie whole community. Now, Sir, Ll wou'd 
suggest the formation of Arbitration Committees for settling such congrega- 
tional disputes. These Arbitiation Committees might consist of representatives 
of provincial congregations grouped according to locality, aud having each a 
large town for its centre. I do not see why the Board of Deputies, at the invi- 
tation of the Chief Rabbi, should not consider this subject and form, as it were, 
a central Court of Appeal for these congregational disputes. The Chicf. Rabbi 


‘should be cordially assisted in his zealous endeavours to put an end to such 


disputes as disgrace the Hull Congregation, and which seldom, if ever, involve any 
religious question. I do not see why the Chief Rabbi should not himself endeca- 
vour to invoke the aid of lay members of the community in the direction I have 
pointed out, and thereby relieve himself from the most anxious aod unpleasant 
part of his communications with the provincial congregations.

Sir,—You will have received the local papers, detailing the proc édings 
befor the magistrates of the disgraceful scene in the Ifull Synagogue, No di 
you wiil think it proper to administer a castigation and the matter will then 
drop, until your readers are again furnished with particulars of “ another disgra u 
ful scene” in the synagogue. It is in the hopes of preventing sucu @ calamity 
that I ask for insertion of this letter. Having for many years frequently Visited 
Hul!, I may claim some knowledge of the causes which bring about these 
bickerings, and to suggest a remedy for the evil. 
I must first state that Huil consists of some hundreds of Jewish 
families, most of whom are shopkeepers ; and when I sta‘e that, with only hero 
and there an exception, all shops are closed on Sabbath, you will have a good 
proof that Hull possesses the proper material for making it stand foremost as a 
rovincial congregation. I'rom enquiry, I find that the great cause for dissension 
is nationality. ‘Lhe majority of Jews here are Russians, with a few Ger- 
mans, but only very few English. The Russian Jews are looked down upon 
and mistrusted by the Germans, the English thinking themselves superior to the 
foreigners, and so forth. Unfortunately, they nearly all follow one business, or 
more strictly speaking they are all jewellers, clothiers and pawnbrokers ; if two 
of a trade cannot agree, how much worse when they are all of one trade. Any 
trade squabble is brought to the congregational :neeting, and, what is still worse, 
into the House of God. The English portion of the community seldom attend 
the synagogue, which is a great evil; as at best the service is not over-decorous 
and worse without that restraint which the presence of the more enlightened might 
command, 
Preaching ia little good, as the congregants are not sufficiently enlightened 
to appreciate it, and the English will not attend. As a farther proo! of ~ 
good qualities of the Hull Jews, should any case of distress arise an 
aid be required, all the animosity vanishes and is forgotten. Bb. red 
rejuired is outside influence. IJ, therefore, would suggest that daring oe 
summer Dr. Adler should make it convenient to spend a weck or two ia this 
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ality, and with the aid of another gentleman—say, the Rev. A. L. Green, or 
cae seually practical man—enquire into the whole matter, search the disease 
to the very root, and lay down plans which may prove. effectual. Iam = 
great good will spring from such a step. A hurried visit is worse than useless. 
Our venerable Chief Rabbi usually spends his summer months at the sea-side, 
There are plenty of places in this district where he could enjoy the bracing air— 
Scarboro’, Filey, Whitby, or some other place—and have the happiness to know 
that Le has planted the tree of Peace in a large and important congregation, and 
I hope that he might live to see the tree blossom and bear good fruit.

CONFIRMATION AT BERKELEY STREET SYNAGOGUE, 


The annual Confirmation of children of members of the Berkeley Strect 
Synagogue took place on Wednesday last. After the usual Afternoon Service 
had been read by the Rev. A. Liwy, the conjirmees, ten in number, entered tho 
Synagogue, and were conducted by their parents or other relatives to the steps 
of the Ark, where the Rev. Prof. Marks, by whom they had for some montis 
been prepared for the ceremony in a course of religious instruction, was in 
readiness to receive them, the choir meanwhile singing the 100th Psalm. The 
confirmees then simultaneously offered up a prayer ia English, after which they 
were addressed by the Rev. Prof. Marke. 

The Rev. Proressor commenced his eloquent address by dwelling on the 
importarce of the ceremony of that day, which brought out the principle 
embodied in the memorable charge of Moses :* And these words which I corm- 
mand thee this day shall be in thy heart, and thou shalt teach them diligently 
to thy children.” Their parents had performed this obligation, and the chij- 
dren having arrived at an age when they could think, reason and compare, 
they came before him that day with an acquired knowledge of Judaism to mak e 
open confession thereof. Regarded from that point of view, Confirmation was 
an outward manifestation of a principle. It might be that God would prosper 
his effort to arouse their sympathies for what was lofty and pure, and create an 
aversion for what was ignoble and base. They knew that in the Jewish reli- 
gion knowledge occupied the first place, because those expected to do well 
should know well. ‘I'ltey had been inducted into the spirit of the law of Moses, 
which leaves behind it theory, and addresses itself specially to pure practical 
morality, Its practical teaching was that to God all were responsible here and 
hereafter, and on the wave of that truth Mosaism had floated from age to age, so 
that every generation bent before it with respect. Ie warned them not to look 


on the ceremony of that day as the be all and end all of Confirmation. [Io 


assured them that it was nothing more than a help to piety ora means to an end. 
Religion does not rest on things secondary and emotional, I[t would be poor 
inde«d if it did not have a direct influence on the conduct and views of those 
professing it. He urged them to try and realise what Confirmation implied, and 
what duties it involved They should recall its thoughts from day to day in 
their communion with God, and its influence would be felt in a life of truthful- 


ness, of sympathy and in loftiness of faith. He begged them to mingle with — 


that rite some thoughts of the home of their childhood, and having in touching 
terms alluded to a father’s love and a mother’s solicitude, he exhorted them to 
fully observe the Fifth Commandment, and to keep unsullied the good name 
which they had received from their parents. He exhorted them to be steady in 
their purposes, to be of strong character, and to have the courage to maintain 
what they deemed to be right. They should respect the conscientious convictions 
of all, and suffer no prejudice to harbour in their minds against any 
particular creed, race or nation. He would remind them of the beautiful words 
of the prophet: “Have we not all One Father, has not the same God created 
us?” Ile exhorted them to be charitable in the true sense of Judaism, which 
taught them to consider neither the race nor religion of those who were in need, 
and which, further, even taught kindness to damb animals. After referring to 
the importance of cducation at the present day, and to the fact that the highest 
Educational Colleges were open to Jews, he urged them to cultivate a taste for 


solid learning, which would prove a valuable resource in later days. The more 


they cultivated the faculties of their mind, the more they would improve the 
feclings of their heart. The reverend gentleman concluded by receiving his 
hearers in the name of God, with the assent of their parents and of their own 
free will, into the body of the Synagogue as Confirmed Jews and Jewesses ; and 
having offered up a fervent prayer on their behalf, he invoked on them the 
sacerdotal blessing: “May the Lord bless thee and keep thee, &c.” 

During the reverend professor's address, his son, who was one of the con- 
Jjirmees, fainted, and had to be removed from the synagogue, 

The service shortly after concluded.

Tue Jewisu Mone or Stavaurertna Carrie.—We understand that the

The anxiety of the Board to lessen as far as poasible 
the infliction of unnecessary pain upon the animals is exhibited by the money 
prizes offered to the employes at the several slaughter-houses ay a reward to 
those who had shown during the year the greatest consideration for minimising 
the sufferings of the animals.—The Board will also, we believe, shortly have

University or Lonpon.—The Calendar of the University of London, just 
published, contains the announcement that in order to enable Jewish candidates 
to go np for the 2nd B.A. Examination, the alteration of the date of the Exami- 
nation proposed will not be made, but that it will commence on the fourth 
Monday of October in cach year. This arrangement, we may add, is due to the 
represeutations tnade by the Chief Rabbi and other gentlemen, who informed 
the Senate that the Jewish autumn Festivals would fall on the date proposed to 
be fixed. ‘The community owes a deep debt of gratitude to the Senate of the 
University for paying this deference to our religious observances. 


Jewish Home.—A sum of £150 was bequeathed by the late Mr. Z. A. Jessel to 
the Jewish and East London Model Lodging Houses, but being strictly a commercial 
undertaking, the directors declined the gift. Thissum, with accumulations amount- 
ing to about £180 (consols), has, we are informed, with the consent of the directors 
and through the kindness of Sir George and Mr. BE. Jessel, been handed over to the 
Jewish Home.

The annual distribution of prizes to the pupils of the Jews’ Free School, 
Bell Lane, Spitalfields, took place on Sunday last, in the large school-room of 
the boys’ department. Sir NATHANIEL DE Roruscuiip, Bart., M.P., the President 
of the schools presided, and Lady de Rothschild distributed the prizes. Among 
these present were: The Rev. the Chief Rabbi; Mr. Sampson Lucas, Vice- 
President ; Mr. Alfred L. Cohen, Treasurer; Mr. E. Alex, Mr. E. M. Leon: the 
Revs. Dr. H. Adler, A. L, Green, M_ Haines, §. H. Harris; Mr. M. Moses, 
President of the Birmingham Jewish Schools; Mr. Israel Davis, &c. There was 
also a large attendance of ladies. 


The proceedings were eniivened with some excellent singing ; that of the 
boys’ choir was conducted by Mr. Louis B. Abrahams, L.A., principal Eaglish 
master of the school; and that by the girls’ choir was under the direction of Mrs. 
J. Ornstien. 


Mr. M. Ancet, the Head Master, having read the report of the Examiners 
for the Scholarships, the boys to whom the two principal Scholarships were 
awarded—viz., Israel Zangwill and Michael Davis—were presented by Lady de 
Rothschild with silver medals. | 

The Rev. the Cuter Raper then addressed the assemblage. He said: Ladies 
and Gentlemen,—In compliance with the wish of your worthy President, 1 shall 
address a few words to the prizecholders and pupils of these schools. I con- 
gratulate those who have received this day the reward of their good conduct and 
industry, but [ must remind them that they have not yet reached the pinnacie 
of their ambition. They should be like the traveller up @ mountain, who in hia 
ascent taxes a stimulant to enable him to mount higher. So you boys and girls 
should strive to reach higher and higher jn your endeavours to scale the 
mountain of knowledge. I urge you to look upon the prizes you have received 
to-day as stimulants to further exertion, causing you to work harder in both 
branches of knowledge—religious and secular. Ladics and gentlemen, it is a 
source of gratification that the mavagers of these schools have devoted the 
whole of Sunday mornings to Hebrew and religious instruction. This is a source 
of peculiar gratification to myself, for I have already seen its results. In the 
examination of the children, which I instituted, in Hebrew and religious subjects, 
I was very pleased with the great improvement exhibited. I could at once pick 
out the children who did not attend regularly on Sundays. Let me beseech the 
parents to send their children regularly on Sunday mornings. It is most 
important for their spiritval well-being that they acquire a knowledge of Hebrew 
and of the doctrines of our faith. After all, religion is the centre of the circle 


. of knowledge. The boys, particularly, I would remind how important it is that 


they should become acquainted with the language in which they recite their 


_ prayers. We must all be grateful to the teachers and the managers of this great 


school ; especially should we be grateful to the Baroness de Rothschild for her 
services, and who has the welfare of the school so much at heart. Of her 
how truly it may. be said: “Many davghters have done virtuously, but thon 
exceilest them all.” Let us hope that, with God's blessing, che may be soon 
restored tu good health, and once more take an active personal share in the 
management of the Free School, which, we know, she loves so much. (Loud 
applause.) 

The remainder of the principal prizes having been distributed by Lady de 
Rothschild, who addressed to each of the recipients a few encouraging, commen- 
datory words, 

Mr. F. D, Mocarra said: A very pleasing task has fallen to me. It is that 
of proposing a vote of thanks to the Ladies’ Committee. ‘The members of the 
Ladies’ Committee of this institution are most zealous and eéflicient in the 
discharge of the duties kindly undertakea by them. When I see an efficient 
Ladies’ Committee of an institution, I generally observe that the gentlemen's 
Committee is also very cflicient.

SABBATH SCHOOL OF THE ASSOCIATION FOR THE DIFFUSION OF 
RELIGIOUS KNOWLEDGE,

children. The subjects taught include HWebrew translation, the elements of the 
Jewish faith, Bible history, &e. 

After the distribution of prizes had been concluded, the Rev. A. L. Green 
delivered an earnest address, Ile quoted the words of Rabbi Hleazar: “The 
wise scholars increase the peace of the world as it is written, and all thy children 
shall be taught of the Lord, and great shall be the peace of thy children. 
Say not children but thy builders” NIN PN PR), The rabbi did not 
mean in this »pothegm to make a mere play upon words, but to convey a wise 
lesson. Children were indeed builders, the builders of their future lives, and the 
promotion of the study of the law by them secured to them the peace of their 
future lives. Ie was pleased to find the Sabbath School so well attended, and 
he complimented the children upon their neat appearance.

Discracertt Procerpines av Hutit.—We are again grieved at seeing in the 
loca] journals reports of proceedings before the Hull magistrates, arising out of 
disturbances in the synagogue. The following is one of tlre published reports : 
For a considerable time past the congregation of the Jewish Synagogue at IIul! 
has been split up into two sections, and the feeling of hostility entertained by 
one section against the other has now and then become so bitter that unseemly 
disputes have arisen in the synagegue, and the more aggrieved flew to the Police 
Court for consolation, and took out summonses against their opponents, At first 
Mr. Travis, the stipendiary magistrate, pointed out how injudicions it was that 
one portion of the members of a religious community should apply for redress 
against their brethren, and he advised them to settle their differences amicably. 
The advice was accepted, and acted on so far as the summonses being withdrawn 
went ; but quarrels broke out afresh, other summonses were taken out, and on 
one occasion nearly the half of the congregation appeared in court. On that 
occasion the summonses were again withdrawn. However, on Sabbath day, the 
Ist inst., there was a fresh disturbance, the consequence of which was that Julias 
Magner summoned Solomon Wachholder, the president of the synagogue, for 
indecent behaviour in the synagogue on that date. The case was heard yester- 
day before Ald, Fountain, Lieut.-Col. Sauer, and Lieut.-Col. Humphrey ; Mr. 
Laverack appeared for the complainant, and Mr. F. Summers for the defendant. 
From the evidence sworn to by the complainant and his witnesses, it appeared 
that during service in the synagogue on the morning of the Ist inst. the com- 
plainant entered into conversation with his brother on the financial affairs of the 
place, when Wachholder turned round,and calling him a blackguard, told him to 
be quiet or he would have him turned out. Complainart said, “ Take no notice 
of that villain,” other language not of a complimentary character was used, 
and it was stated that defendant spit at complainant, who then left the 
synagogue, and the disturbance ended. The defence set up was a denial 
of anything improper having taken place, and in support of this evidence 
was given by the Rev. H. Burman, minister of the synagogue.—The Bench 
ultimately dismissed the summons, observing that they were af opinion that 
the proceedings were disgraceful to both sides, and they declined to allow costs, 
—The Hull Packet, in no unfriendly spirit, expressed a hope that an end will be— 

ut to these unseemly proceedings.—We cordially endorse this hope. To us it 
is most lamentable that members of a synagogue should be so lost gfe —_ 
of good feeling and respect for the honour of the community, as . drag their 
miserable personal quarrels into a police court, and thereby 08 iagrace me 
only upon themselves—for which under the circumstances we en 1ave no naan 
—but, what is far worse, upon the Jewish religion, of which they are erin A 
professors, and upon the Jewish community, of which they are unworthy 


members. Will no appeal avail with these men? The Chief Rabbi has written 


to them time out of number, appealing to them to put an end to their bickerings 
and squabbles, and exhorting them not to drag the good name of the community 
t Up to the present time, however, these repeated appeals have 
been utterly unavailing.

Berlin; in the memorials presented to the Congress and the several Pleni- 
potentiaries ; in the friendly receptions accorded to these representations by the 
Powers; in the reply given by the Lords Beaconsrigip and Sauissury to 
the communications of the English organisations and Baron Roruscuitp ; 
in the hopeful utterance on the subject by the North German Gazette, 
known to be the organ of Prince Bismarck; and last, but not least, in the 
desponding tone of the leading Roumanian journal in an article on the sub- 
ject, reproduced in another column, so different from the contemptuous vitu- 

rative and menacing language with which it was wont to speak of the Jews 
or address them. 

Still, we must not be over-sanguine in the matter so far as Roumania 
is concerned, even if the decision should be in favour of the Jews. The 
question would then arise, How could the verdict of the European Areopagus 
be enforced in case compliance should be refused by the nation concerned ? 
Who would bell the cat? Would England dispatch a gun-boat up the 
Danube proclaiming, before Galatz or Giurgevo, with her brazen mouths the 
order of the Congress? Or would Austria put in an execution by marching a 
few regiments to Jassy ? Weentertain no such hope. Still less is to be expec- 
ted from Russia, now actually in military possession of the Principalities ; for 
these would justly turn round and call out, Physician, heal thyself. And we 
should surely expect too much from human nature if we supposed that men 
like Bratiano and so deeply involved in. the guilt of the 
persecution of their Jewish countrymen, initiated, fostered and aggravated 
by them, should voluntarily consent to the reversal of the policy pursued by 
them for years and loyally carry out the sentence of the Congress, 

We can only see one way out of this impass. This way is,if the exist- 
ing radical ministry at Bucharest could either be persuaded or compelled to 
yield their places to the conservatives, And for this there is, fortunately, 
just now a very good chance. Should Bessarabia be detached from Rou- 
mania and restcred to the Czar, the indignation of the people of the Princi- 
palities against the government responsible for this state of affairs would be 
so great that the ministers would have to retire in disgrace. The policy 
pursued by them would become most distasteful tothe country. A revulsion 
of popular feeling might.set in and a new conservative government might 
meet with little opposition in retracing the steps of its predecessor in the 
unfortunate Jewish question. 

From this, it will be seen that the Russo-Roumanian political problem 
presents a side in which it is closely connected with the Jewish religio-racial 
question. In any case, we trust we have made it clear that the verdict of 
the Congress would not necessarily bring in Roumania the Jewish question 


to a close. It might become necessary to adopt further steps for insuring | 


the execution of the verdict. The European Jewish organisations who have 
taken charge of this matter, should make a note of this. True statesmanship 
requires to be prepared for every contingency and to devise a remedy, 

But sufficient for the day is the evil thereof. Tor the moment all 
efforts must be directed towards having the question diseussed by the 
Congress. But in the counsels which the Jewish organisations no doubt take 
with each other, it is but right that the contingency pointed out by us be 
duly considered, and some plan devised whereby it might be obviated. 


ARRANGEMENT BETWEEN THE BOARD OF DEPUTIES 
AND THE ANGLO-JEWISH ASSOCIATION. 
We know of no more fitting name for this arrangement, the terms of which 
have been published in our columns on the 19th of April last, than an approach, 
It certainly is not an alliance, and still less a fusion. It is not what we 
could haye wished, nor what the advocates of the movement expected. The 
terms are of such a nature as to be calculated rather to clog any intended 
action than to accelerate it. It, in any case, must be attended by a loss of 
time which under circumstances may be irreparable. The terms are of so 
general, of so unsubstantial a nature, that they cannot bear the least strain 
of criticism. It is clear that not only was neither body willing to make 
any sacrifice for the general good, but that each guarded with the greatest 


Jealousy its own individuality, 


Nevertheless, we are not disposed to find fault with an: arrangement 
Which events have now sanctioned. After all, it is an approach of two 
bodies which previously looked at each other askance, Where the first step 
has been taken, a second and then a third may easily follow. Of an 
approach of this kind it is much more true than of many another: II n’y a 
qua le premier pas que cotite. The tie between the two bodies may be of 
the loosest sort. Still the tie has bee formed, and it may be drawn more 
tightly by-and-bye. 

If the arrangement should have no other advantage, it certainly has 
that of familiarising the two organizations with the idea of co-operation, 


of accustoming them to meet for common purposes, and enabling them — 


experimentally to find out the graye defects under which it labours, with the 


view to its amendment at the expiration of the year agreed upon, That 


cordial co-operation in emergencies between the two bodies must prove very 
useful we sincerely trust has by this time been discovered by the Board of 
Deputies. The noble response to the appeal of the two organisations in behalf 
of the Turkish Sufferers’ Relief Fund must have convinced the Board that the 
Association is by no means an ally to be undervalued. The sums forwarded 
through the Association prove it to be a living power. The readiness, too, 
with which the Foreign Office has listened to its solicitations and entered 
into correspondence with it shows that it is not viewed with disfavour by the 
Government. The advantages of a closer union between the two bodies are 


so evident that it is indeed a matter of surprise to us that they should not 
have been perceived long ago. 


Ifthe more ancient organisation by reason of its longer existence, and 
of its representing a number of collective bodies is likely to reflect dignity 
upon its ally, the latter adds to the associate substantial power, and this may 
be considered a fair equivalent for what it receives. The two organisations, 
in fact, complement and supp!ement each other. Neither of them can be 
considered a full representation of the communal forces. But the union of 
both is. - This will become clear when it is considered that the communal 
union rests upon two feelings. The more powerful of them, but for this 
very reason confined to a smaller circle, is the religious sentiment, Indi- 
viduals of the Jewish community, in whom this feeling has attained a 
certain strength, naturally experience the want of a closer fellowship with 
persons of the same extraction, dominated by the same sentiment. They, of 
course, join some congregation, or some other religions organisation, and 
where none exists they endeavour to form one, 
which the Board represents. 

- But, unfortunately, there is a very large number of individuals to whom 
this feeling is either altogether a stranger or is not sufficiently strong to 
move them to join some religious organisation. The wants which the latter 
satisfies are either not experienced by them or the sentiment is of such a rudi- 
mentary nature as to require a great deal of nursing and fostering before getting 
out of its embryo state. Yet these persons not rarely possess strong racial 
feeling. It is vain that purely religious organisations appeal to 
them. Their spiritual condition is such that they have no understanding 
for such an appeal, But let their racial feeling be appealed to, and you 
strike at once a responsive chord, ‘They are ready and even eager to join 


It is these Congregations 


in 


in any movement intended to gratify this feeling. Such persons are not 


rarely men and women of superior intelligence, ardent zeal, high social 
standing and commanding influence, It is these persons who, in addition 
to those swayed by a strong religious sentiment, rally round the standard of 
the Anglo-Jewish Association, It is this Association which opens a wide 
field to their energics. Without the Association these would run to waste, 
The great resources possessed by them would be lost to the community. Nay, 
the Association, in this respect, accomplishes still more for the common 
cause, By bringing.the men and women with strong racial feeling into close 
and frequent contact with the men and women of strong religious feeling, 
fostering between them friendly relations, accustoming them to co-operate on. 
common Jewish ground for common Jewish interests —it is impossible in the 
case of the persecuted Jew to separate the religious from the purely human 
interest—the latent Jewish re'igious sentiment is not rarely awakened in the 
former, is intensified where it is faint, and ends by the spark being fanned 
into a flame. The sympathy once confined to the race is gradually and 
unconsciously being extended to the religion, and a'l communal institutions 
in time experience the benefit of this expansion of sympathy. The Board 
itself may in time receive accessions from this class, and profit by their 
intel'igence, zeal and general resources. 

The Association may thus be considered as a nursery for the congrega- 
tions, or as the militia from which the line very often recruits itself. These 
advantages, of course, are undesigned. But they are, nevertheless, sub- 
stantial and signal—substantial and signal enough, we should think, to hold 
out powerful inducements to every member of the community not only to join 
the Association, but to promote its interest by every means in his or her 
power. But this is not yet all. There are numbers of our fellow-subjects of 
the dominant faith who profoundly sympathise with the Jewish race. Reli- 
giously, they consider the Jews in the wrong; but at the same time, as a 
race, they fecl that the Jews have been cruelly wronged and persecuted, and 
that Christendom owes them some compensation for the wrongs committed 
by it on the Jewish people. They are pleased with an opportunity for 
exhibiting their sympathy with the race. But where is an opportunity for 
the exhibition of this sympathy offered to them? Not by any communal 
institution, for every one of them is directly or indirectly connected with 
religion which they disapprove, and to the support of which they cannot 
contribute conscientiously. To these the Anglo-Jewish Association offers a 
field in which they can move freely and extend a helping hand to the 
suffering Jewish fellow-man, can warm up for him and experience relief by 
feeling that they have paid in part the debt incurred by persecuting Chris- 
tendom to the perseented Jewish peqple, And as it is a law of nature that 
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the more one interests himself for a person or body, the more one feels 
interested in them, their warm feeling for the Jewish community goes on 
increasing and extending. Crescit eundo. Here is another undesigned gain 
for the Jewish people. 

These gains are no longer matters of speculation. They are fully 
borne out by experience, as anybody can convince himself by examining the 
several reports of the Association, and looking over the list of subscribers 
and contributors to its fands, The Association, therefore, has indirectly 
probably conferred benefits on the community as signal as those produced 
by its direct activity. These benefits, as will be easily understood, will 
go on increasingly, even as time flows on and the sphere of its influence 
expands, These advantages cannot but become better known in the com- 
munity year by year and more fully appreciated by it, and cannot but end 
by transforming antagonism into good-will, and converting lionest opponents 
into warm supporters, There is, therefore, a well-founded hope that the tie 
which now holds together the Board and the Association with a grasp so 
loose as to make itself hardly felt, will in time be so tightened as to bind 
them to each other firmly and solidly, and that the latter will become co- 
extensive with the community itself. 

A beginning—-transformed by events into a fact has been made, Still 
it is only a beginning. It is, nevertheless, the carnest of the future. We 
congratulate the community with all our heart not exactly upon the 
heginning, but that so auspicious a beginning has been made. We shail 
watch the working with interest, and sincerely trust that at the end of the 
year the necessary amendments, such as experience cannot fail to point out, 
will be made in the arrangement, that the approach will grow into a union, 
and that the two committees in their common deliberations will coalesce into 
one, so that precious time may not be frittered away, since it is not an 
approach but union that gives strength: and to transform this approach 
into a union-must be the aim of both organisations. ) 


THE CONGRESS AND THE JEWS.

One of the Secretaries of Count Andrassy, who accompanied him to the

The Jewish community of Venice has memorialised the Italian Premier, 
reaquesting him to instruct the Italian Plenipotentary, Count Corti, to raise his 
voice at the Congress of Berlin in behalf of the Roumanian Jews. 


Correspondents report from the. Congress that it has been decided, on the 
roposal of the French Plenipotentaries, that the inhabitants of Bulgaria and 
oumelia shall enjoy the most complete civil and religious liberty, without 

distinction of race or creed, and that they shall be free to use the external indi- 
It is further ex- 
pressly agreed’ that religion and race shall be no obstacle to the exercise of civil 
administrative and political functions..... This proposal was adopted on 


the recommendation of Austria and England. 


The Roman Correspondent of the Zimes, under date June’ 22, writes: A 
deputation from the various committees of the Jewish Alliance in Italy waited 
upon Signor Cairoli yesterday to deliver to him a copy of the memorandum 
which the Central Committee of the Universal Jewish Alliance at Paris has sent 
to the Congress at Berlin, to ask him to forward the copy to Count Corti, and to 
present an address on the subject. Signor Cairoli received the deputation most 
cordially, promised to forward the copy. of the memorandum at once to Count 
Corti, and assured them that the [talian Plenipotentiary at the Congress would in 
the strongest manner support the desires expressed in the address. The Italian 
Prime Minister further stated that he had already informed the Roumanian 
Government that if it desired to retain the good-will of Italy and the continuance 
of those kindly sentiments Italy had on all occasions manifested towards Rou- 


mania, they must adopt a line of conduct more in accord with the duties of a 
civilized country. 


The delegates of the French Israclitish Alliance have paid visits to nearly 
all the members of the Congress, and have everywhere met with a most favour- 
able reception. The necessity of placing the 5 do of every religion upon a 
position of equality in the Danubian Principalities and the new province of 

ulgaria, has been recognised on all sides.— Zimes. 


The correspondent of the Temps, who had an interview with the delegates 
of the Alliance to the Congress, states that these gentlemen have been received 
by M. de Saint-Vallier, who gave them a most encouraging reception. They 
also paid a visit to the English embassy and M. Biilow, who told them that not 
toleration should be demanded for the Eastern Jews, but the free exercise of 
their rights. The correspondent further states that M. Ristich, the delegate 


from Servia, does not admit that the complaints of the Servian Jews are well 
founded. 


_ The following is a translation of the Memorial presented on behalf of the 
Alliance Israelite Universelle of Paris to the Berlin Congress :— 


To the President and Members of the European Congress, 

Sixteen months ago Israelitish delegates from all countries addressed the European Conference 
at Constantinople and asked it to put an end to the oppressive rule to which the Jews in Roumania 
and Servia are subjected, and to secure to those provinces of Turkey, whose fate was to be ruled by 
the Conference, the civil and political equality claimed for all non-Mussulmen. You meet to-day in 
order to resume the work of the Conference of Constantinople. Representatives of the Great Powers 
of Rurope. you are called upon to establish in Eastern Europe a government under which populations 
of different races and beliefs may live peacefully with sash other, Europe would not approve of a 
Peace which was not based upon respect for the great principles of public right: the equality of men 
among themrclves, the freedom of religious belief. The necessity Of writing in the Constitution of 
Uriental Countries, that religious belief cannot be for any «ne a cause of social or political inferiority 
is imposed by the law of civilization, It is still more so by the necessity for suppressing the dange 
of pr nt between poy of different races and religions. 

Treaties of 1656 and 1858 ended by enacting the application of these pring) 
and in Servia; bat the insufficiency of the stipulations of these Treaties 
the spirit of them and rendering possible a series of restrictive laws Seentng 
countries, .

It Was in vain that at the time 
of the Convention concluded between Servia and Turkey in 1877, Turkey claimed for them the right. 
stubbornly refused. Unler such rule their number has long since diminished tohalf. They ar. 
constantly in certain Villages under the threat of edicts of expulsion. In Roumania the conditin. 
of the Jews, very numerous, is still more frightfal. For two years they have been subjectod to tho 
most cruel persecution, Almost every year Europe is moved by the recital of the riots, murders, 
nilages or expulsions in mass, of which they are the victims, To these violences legal persecntioy 
— been added by a set of laws excluding the Jews from all employments, from all liberal carers, 
from every public fanction, and from numerous branches of commerce, fettering them even in the 
free exercise of religious practices, and secking by cvery possible means to reduce them to mis ry, 
and to disparage them. In vain the Guaranteeing Powers, supported by Article 46 of the Convention 
of Paris whieh granted to the Roumanian Jews at least civil rights, remonstrated Against this fata} 
and barbarous policy. No heed was given cither to their advice, or their remonstrances, i. )- 
mania, without pity for the Jews, has, however, in them subjects devoted to work, useful to tho 
development of commerce and of industry, capable of raising themselves and of doing honour to 
their country in its liberal careers. In the last war, the services which they rendered in the 
ambulances, in the hospitals, their conduct on the battle-field, have brought them public marks of 
recognition from their Prince ; and, nevertheless, a thing unheard-of, some laws, and still recently 4 
decree of a court of justice declared, that these Jews who shed their blood for the glory of tliciy 
country did not belong to any nationality nor to any country. 

If such is the conduet of Servia and Roumania with regard tothe Jews, what has not one to fear 
from other emancipated provinces of Turkey? Is it necessary to recall the sad episodes of Eska. 
Zacra and Kezanlik, in order to show the dangers which menace the Jews in Balgaria and part of 

toumclia. Thousands of them still Wander about without sheiter and without any resources, fay 
from their country. 

In the name of the Israelites, in the name of humanity, we respectfully address Europe in favour 
of our unhappy corcligionists of Bulgaria, Roumelia and Roumania, We wait with her for the end 
of their sufferings. Her protection to them is indispensable in the present and in the future. May 
Europe cause her powerful voice to be heard, may slie proclaim the equality of men independent of 
all religious belief, and may she enforee the insertion of this principle in the Constutition, May she 
atleneth be the vigilant guardian over them. 

Such is the work which the world looks for from the Congress of 1878, It is demanded by the 
traditions of Kurepean policy, by the wishes of enlightened men of allnations, It will give peace to 
Eurepe and prosperity to countries cruelly tried by the War, It will be pregnant with happy 
results for all nations, glorious for our epoch, and the remembrance of this Congress will retain 
indelible in the memory of future generations. 


touMANIA.—If we may guide ourselves by the change of tone recently 
adopted by the Roumanian press when referring to the Jewish question, we may 
contidently rely that the Congress will not separate without insisting that, as a 
condition of recognising the independence of Roumania, Jews shall be placed on 
a footing of equality with their fellow-citizens. Formerly, a defiant, insulting 
tove was adopted when the Roumanian journals referred to the Jews. Now they 
are despondent, anxious and conciliatory, and attempt to explain away the well- 
founded accusations of oppression that the Jews brought against the Roumanian 
government. The Roumanie Libre, of the 28th May, in an article on two vital 
qacstions affecting Roumania—the retrocession of Bessarabia and the emancipa- 
tion of the Jews—which are to be submitted to the deliberation of the European 
Areopagus, says: “We shall have a hard task to emerge successfully from this 
grave situation, created for us by Russian diplomacy and by the Alliance 
Israclite Universelle. Nevertheless, we hope that European jastice will not be 
darkened by decisions damaging to Roumania. With regard to the Jewish 
question, we believe that the Congress will be convinced that in Roumania there 
are no religious persecutions against those who profess the Mosaic faith but only 
a simple question of econemy, and that the Congress will leave it ¢o us to give : 
this question at the proper moment a solution in conformity with justice and with 
Roumanian interests. We have the right to expect the same from the Jewish 
rotabilities in Roumania, so that their pretensions may be judged and decided 
by Roumanians and not by strangers. We shall see if they will continue to 
profit by the misforiunes of the country in order to gain a political position, at 
the price of the general indignation of the Roumantans. We shall have muc' 
to struggle against, for our enemies are powerful, and Lord Beaconsficld has 
gone to Berlin determined to’achieve a great victory for his coreligionists in 
Koumania.’—A Bill was introduced into the Senate permitting all aliens to 
hold landed property in Roumania. This measure would alleviate the basiness 
restrictions imposed upon the Jews, they beiog at present only allowed to hol 
property in houses in large towns, There is, however, little, if any, probability 
of this Bill becoming law. The Roumanian journals discuss at great length the 
Jewish question, and assert that this race already enjoys liberty, which is so far 
true, as the restrictious against them are entirely commercial and political. Tie 
journals farther maintain that the Jews will have equal rights when it is safe to 
bestow them. ‘The present dangers of equal rights, however, are not clearly set 
forth, nor is there any delinite idea given as to when this period of ejual privi- 
leges will arrive. 


Tue Conaress AND THe Jews.—The Pall Mall Gazctie of the 20th inst., 
under the heading of “Occasional Observances on the Questions of the Day,’ 
says: “The Jews only ask permission to live, and yet this modest reque-t 
meets with far less of active advocacy among our English humanitarians in six 
months than is expended upon the Greek demands in the course of every weck. 
It is to be hoped, however, that the Congress of Berlin will show.a truer scnse 
of moral proportion than this; and assuredly, if they are to take account of | 
humanity at all in their deliberations, they can put their hands to no better work 
than that which Baron Rothschild has lately solicited Lord Beaconstield and 
Lord Salisbury to press upon them. The letter which he has addressed to the 
English Pienipotentiarics sets forth briefly but forcibly the harsh and crucl 
disabilities to which the Jews are subjected in Servia and Roumania ; and 
the aid of the British Government is invoked to remove these oppressive 
restrictions. The Congress, in fact, have a double task before them 
in this mattter. It is their duty to make Roumania, who ‘seeks equity, do 
equity,’ and to make Servia, who seeks something cousiderably more than her 
stric: rights as a State, engage to slow at least a decent respect for those rights 
of the individual which she has hitherto violated in the person of the Jews. 
But the Congress have not only to remedy past injustice, they have to provide 
against future wrong. Nothing, unhappily, is more probable than that—uniess 
the Congress take special precautions to prevent it—the new Christian principality 
which is to be carved out of the Ottoman Empire will follow in the steps of its 
1 anion and make the first use of ils indepeudence to persecute the Jews. 

f Europe would avoid the disgrace of its being said in future that toleration 
ended for the Jews of Bulgaria with the transfer of that province from Mahom- 


medan to Christian rule, the Congress should give this matter their earnest 
consideration.”

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BOROUGH JEWISH SCHOOLS.—DISTRIBUTION OF PRIZES. 


Baron Henry De Worms presided on Sunday last at the Lecture Hal] 
Carter Street, Walworth, over the annual distribution of prizes to the pupils of 
the Borough Jewish Schools. | 

The Lecture Hall contained a larger number of persons than we retmnember 
seeing at any previous annual celebration, and :t augurs well for the success of 
the Schools that there should be a marked growing interest in an event at once 
graceful and encouraging. 

The proceedings were opened in the ordinary manner by the si 
Hymn in Hebrew and recitations by the children, after which 

Baron H.pe Worms said : In my capacity of President of these schools. I have 
often had the honour of presiding over meetings like the present: and every 
year I feel when I note the manner in which the schools grow under the foster- 
ing care of the Committee that my privilege increases, It is only a few years 
since that we tried what was then considered a great experiment —the €x peri- 
ment of placing these Schools under Government Inspection. It is scarcely 
necessary to repeat to you facts which are self-evident, and which fully justify 
our placing these Schools under Government supervision ; but even at the risk 
of being a little tedious, I will trouble you with a few figures, The number of 
pupils at present in the Schools is as follows: girls, 84; boys, 66—150. The 
Government graut of this year amounted to £96; you know this grant is 
according to merit, and the larger it is, the higher is the proficiency of 
the school. Since the last Government Examination two girls have left the 
Schools to be teachers (one only 12 years of age having passed the 6th standard 
of merit). At the present time, four girls who were educated in the Borough 
Schools are teachers in public schools. (tear, hear). This is the bright side of 
the picture; but lam sorry to say that the reverse is not so bright, for the 

resent income of the Schools falls short of the expenditure by £300 a year. I 
am, however, not given to despair, and I have every reason to hope, whien I see 
around me so large a concourse of sympathisers, that I shall next year be able 
to announce that the receipts not only cover the expenditure, but actually 
leave a surplus. ‘The primary use of a school of this sort is so great and 
important that it cannot be too well supported. It is only a few years 
since that elementary education in this country fell very far below the educa- 
tional standard of surrounding nations, and the number of “ marksmen” (that is 
persons who being unable to write their names were obliged to make marks) 
Now the propor- 
tion has materially decreased, and it is impossible to overrate the value of an 
education which shall fit children to take their place in the various walks of 
life. Education may, I think, be divided under three heads (I go further than 
many in what I consider elemevtary education should embrace) : Ist, classical ; 
Yad, scientific ; Srd, technical, which last is the practical adaptation of acquircd 
knowledge. For many years a fierce controversy was carried on in our public 
schools and universities respecting the advantages of a purely classical educa- 
tion, and I, for one, am of opinion that an education purely classical cannot be 
productive of good results ; still, I think that a fair knowledge of the Greek and 
Latin Classics very essential for the due appreciation of classical modern litera- 
ture. And, further, if a boy is well grounded in Greek and Latin, he can with 
comparative ease acquire a competent knowledge of French, German, and Ltalian, 
and it will even facilitate his properly understanding the English language. 
But I believe that a knowiedge of science will be found of more importance uot 
only for theoretical, but for practical purposes. A scientific student is, first of 
all, 2 student of Nature, and a study of, Nature leads up to a cominunion with 
Nature's God: A study of science must make a man religious, for whilst it leads 
him to acknowledge the existence of a Higher Power than himself, it im- 
presses him with a feeling of humility, for the more be learns, the more he 
discovers how little he knows, aud what a sea lies before him. (Hear, hear). 
That the greatest are always the humblest, is evidenced by the senti- 
ments of Sir Isaac Newton, who, when he was praised by those who thought 
that he was the only mnan who could have accomplished his task, said: “I know 
not what the world will think of my labours, but to myself it seems that I have 
been as a little child playing on the sea-shore, now finding some pebble rather 
more polished, now picking up some shell more agreeably variegated than the 
rest, Whilst the immense ocean of truth remains unexplored.” This serves to 
show that the greatest only know enough to enable them to perceive how 
little it is that they really do know. I would say to you, children, do not 
consider your lessons as tasks, but consider that they are (what, indeed, they 
really arc) aids to enable you to battle successfully through life, and the first 
A further advantage of a scientific 
education is that it leads to practical results—it is itself a step towards that 
technical education which has secured to this country so many of the advantages 
which she enjoys, and the dominant position which she occupies. It is often 
said that great inventions are the results of accidents ; it may be so, but a 
logical mind is required to adapt for practical uses what accident reveals. A 
boy watching the bubbles in a tea-kettle would have had no result had it not 
been for the inductive power of Watt—the usis of steam, the invention of 
telegraphy, and all those inventions which distinguish the present ave are all 
due to what I have termed technical education. I hold that the elementary 
groundwork of education should, therefore, be scientific as well as classic— 
science teaches religion and humility, and enables men to appreciate facts and 


nzing of a 


apply them to practical purposes. I have said before, and I repeat, that I do 


not advocate the specialist system of education. The object of an elementary 
school should be to well ground the pupils in elementary knowledge of various 
kinds, and I think it better to attain respectable mediocrity than to aspire to 
Some altitude which can never be reached. We are here to-day celebrating the 
annual distribution of prizes to the school-children as rewards for industry, and 

am convinced that those present will tender their thanks to the schoolmasters 
und mistresses for the high standard of excellence which the pupils have 
attained. Atthe sane time we wou!d say to them: “Spare no exertion; last 
year you got a government grant of £96, next year let it be double that amount, 
and sO go on progressing until you reach the maximum.” We must progress, 
We must, in the words of Longfellow, | 


*__——- he vp and doing, 
With a heart for any fate, 
Still achieving, sill pursuiog, 
: Learn to labour.” 

I will leave out all about waiting. (Cheers.) Labour is imperative upon us as 
Jews, We have been told that as Jews we are not entitled to the privileges 
Which we enjoy, and it is the duty of the rising generation to prove not only 
that they are so entitled, but to take possession of the privileges to which they 
are entitled. (Cheers.) It is only by education that we cau show the nations 
that we are not wanting in intelligence and in those attributes which stamp men 
48 superior to their fellows. An old taunt against the Jews has recently been 


revived, and we have been told that they cannot be patriots ; but that argument | 


has been over and over again refuted, and the last learned Professor who uttered 


the calumny, has been “hoisted with his own petard.” (Hear, hear.) The 
patriotism of Jews has been so often tested to make it necessary for me to cite 
instances to you, but I may say that the part which Roumanian Jews took in the 
Roumanian army—notwithstanding their treatment by the Roumanian Govern- 
ment—vindicates them from the charges of cowardice and want of patriotism 
which have been made against them. (Cheers.) It is our duty to instil into 
these children that they are made of the same good old stuff that their fore- 
fathers were. I want them to enter the battle of life under better conditions 
than their forefathers ; the armour which they have to put en is the armour of 
education, and I hope that they will carry the banner of intelligence and educa- 
tion far into the ranks of the army. (Applause.) 

The Rev. 8S. Sincer said: I- have, Mr. President been called on to perform 
one of the most agreeable of duties, namely, the distribution of prizes to those 
children who have earned them. I regard it not only as enjoyment, but as 
positive happiness, to distribute prizes to those who bave earned them, and | 
ieel myself fortunate in being chosen to perform so agreeable a task. (Hear.)

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JUDAISM IN ITS RELATION TO MANKIND. 


BY THE REV. A, L. GREEN, 


A PAPER READ BEFORE THE MEMBERS OF THE “SIR MOSES MONTEFIORE” LITERARY 
AND ART society, 9TH JUNE, 1878. 


The central thought and moral texture of onr religion, its very warp and 
woof is an all-comprehensive monotheism, and the natural result of which is, 
and must be, the breadth of its teachizg and the universality of ils application. 
Monotheism from a Jewish point of view ignores at once the possibility of 
regarding the God of nature—the first, the sustaining and the last cause—as & 
tribal God, No argument to the contrary, how speciously so ever put, can apply. 
Every line of the Holy Scriptures is intended to disabuse the mind of such a 
hereay. God declared Himself, through the Hebrew Prophets, to be the God of 
all nations—good to all, and whose mercy extendeth to al! His creatures. _The 
Jewish teaching of a Messiah is essentially world-embracing. It prophesies a 
golden age, not for Jews alone, but for the human race. The logic-chopping, 
the crafty sophistry, the counterfeit persuasion, the bigeted obtuseners, that 
would so libel Judaism as to narrow it to the puny dimensions of a tribal religion 
can only be founded, to say the least, on an argumentum ex absurdo growing 
out of an obstinately cherished ignorance. 

Judaism, I mean its saving dogma, addresses itself as its direct sequitur 
not simply, I repeat, to Jews, but to mankind at large, “ Ye sha!l therefore keep 
My statutes and My judgments: which if a man do, he shall live in them 
( Leviticus vviii. 4). fe commenting on these words, the Talmud and_ post- 
Talmudical works, without exception, infer in several places, Rabbi Mier 
asserts, hence we learn that even the non-Jew who studies and respects the 
For does it 
not specielly say in the Law “ which a man shall do and live.” 1t does not here 
restrict the blessing neither to the priest, the Levite nor the Hebrew, but, in the 
highest sense, confers it on man as man, hence the non-Jew who studies and 
respects these moral laws is on a level even with the High Priest himself. Insti- 
tutional Judaism alone is, aud must be, from its nature, tribally Jewish. Judaic 
discipline must inevitably be co-ordinate with racial habits, lucal requirements, 
historical traditione, and political necessities. 

The canon of Judaic catholicity is, Lowever, written by God Himself, not 
cnly in the Holy Scriptures, but in the very constitution of man’s moral being. 
One God having created all men, aH men have one common Father. Thus, 
inasmuch as Judaism proclaims the unity of the human family, it follows that 
no matter Low divergently its meimbers may be grouped by race, climate, colour, 
religion and consequent civilization—*“ the one touch of nature makes the whole 
world akio.”’ This is Judaism—the Judaism of the Bible, of the Talmud, and 
of history. Yet we are told, to our uiter disinay, that Judaism, from its very 
inception, inculcated a narrow and unnatural polity—that its spirit is even now 
impiously selfish and degradingly tribal. 
our detractors, we “ hard-shelled ” Jews—seemingly a very hard nut to crack to 
some Professors—are declared to be ex-necssitate morally unfit to have a voice 
im the council of nations —that we cannot be entrusted to deal wisely, fairly, or 
safely with the destiny of states, and, still further, that although born and 
educated in this our beloved country, made up as that country is of an admixture 
of diverse racea, the native born-Jew is still per se, to be considered not only as 
an alien,—as au unconceined and unloyal subject—but as a traitor to British 
interests, and as not having one drop of English blood in his veins. 

As an Englishman by birth and feeling, and an ardent liberal in iy poli- 
tical views, I am heartily ashamed of this gross intolerance ; it is an insult to 
the traditions of the Liberal party. And by whom, I ask, are these reckless 
statements made? By men who set themselves up as the very apostles and 
paragons of. liberalism in Church and State. By men whose first lessons in reli- 
gion are taken evr from Jewish sources ; who worship the God made known 
to mankind through Judaism by Jews ; who claim to have been blessed through 
our seed ; who address “ Our Father who art in Heaven” in language of sup- 
plication, and in Songs of Praise written by Jews, and who still persist, in the 
midet of their harsh judgment agaiust our race and religion, in calling themselves 
Christian men. I hold the bitter language of reprobation, so insulting to our 
community, which I have so strongly deprecated to be in a high degree blas- 


-phemous, as it disparages not merely Jews, but “ the God of the spirits of all 


flesh,” whose behests we but obey; it is, 1 assert, cruelly malicious, as it is 
manifestly founded on racial hatred and personal jealousy, and it is altogether. 
as utterly at variance with the traditions of the past as it is with our action in 
the present. The allegation is, I assert, one of those political untruths which 
for the sake of making political capital ont of untoward events, men otherwise 
truthful, do not hesitate to make as the shibboleth of party. 

In vindication of our faith, we may here quote, and cannot quote too often, 
the maxim of the great Hillel: Wayn 3D (“ Do not do that to 
others which from others would be grievous to you”). ‘'Tsis is the gist, said 
Hillel, of our religion, all the rest is but its commentary. Learn this, and 
become a Jew, said he to the heatlien who desired to be converted. This self- 
fame maxim is the guiding principle of all sensible religions. The protomartyr 
Akiba asserted that “to love your neighbour as yourself,” was the axis on which 
Judaiem turned. Such utterances as these might be supposed to cover the 
whole ground, Our sagee, however, fearing—and well were their fears justified 
—that cavillers might desire to restrict the terms Juan and 7 (“ your neigh- 
bour”), and ask who is your neighbour? ani answer the Jew only—members 
of the same race and religion—quote and urge the dictum of Ben Azai. This 
rabbi summed up the divine intention of the Law as inculcated ir: the Scriptural 
phrase standing (io Genesis v. 1) as an exordium of the whole Bible: “This is 
the book of the generations of man. In the day when God created man. in the 
likeness of God made He him.” By thus giving one common vrigin and 
parentage to the human family, the Bible gives the golden key that opens the 
wide portals of Judaism to all men. Inasmuch as all men have one fashioner 
and therefore one God—and as there is bat one world here below for the whole 
physical human race, diversified though we are—so we are taught by Judaism 

at there is but one heaven hcreafter to all born in the moral image and 
our beneficent and to whom we are responsible not 
o much for what we in our wea il shich i 
moral trengt tt RM ness may think, but for that which in our 
ave, ag you perceive, reiterated again and again this idea of the uni 
the human fainily without hinting at any diversity of Opinion that sbhaeee has 
scientific world in this respect. I insist that Judaism must be judged by its 
own records, aod I maintain that the record of Genesis as generalised by our 
teacher Moses, and as expounded 7 the Jewish Church—if it stood alone— 
completely ignores the reproachful charge that either the Scriptures, the Talmud 
or hard-shelled Jews ever held at any time in our history the doctrine of a 
tribal God. The Scriptures themselves are beneficently silent, and the Talmud 
is exceptionally charitable in regard to thors higher mysteries which suggest

The Jewish Scriptures aim directly at governing the action of man here below— 
to soften his nature, to purify his habits, and to effect the well-being of society 
in general. There is no penalty attached to speculative opinions. An inquisition 
was impossible in Judaism. We are distinctly told in the Talmud—py j»pyp MN 
13 "Nw are for overt acts alone. Opinion is free. It is my 
intention of showing later on, and I must try your patience, how tenderly

relation to the Deity, when those speculations trench on fundamental dogmas, 
I shall investigate those views in all their fulness, and prove, I hope, to ali 
unprejadiced minds, that there is not a scintilla of evidence to justify the 
imputation that Judaism or Jews—except those who are ignorant of their faith 
—nurse any enmity, or even prejudice, against other religions, and least of al! 
against Christians who conscientiously adhere to the religious belief in which 
they have been educated and venerate not because such speculations admit of 
sullesaphbes! investigation, but which they hold on the strength of the prejudice 
of education.

UNIVERSAL ISRAELITISH ALLIANCE. 

The May meeting of the Central Committee of the Universal Isractitish 
Alliance, was held on the 15th ult. A most feeling letter of condolence wag 
addressed to Lady Goldsmid and the family of the much lamented baronet. The 
next business of the meeting was the consideration of the condition of the Jewish 
refugees at Constantinople. This condition is by no means satisfactory. It ig 
true, commissions have been appointed to re-establish the refugees in their 
homes ; but, hitherto, these efforts have led to nothing. The Bulgarians do not 
want the refugees to come back, because they want to possess themselves of 
their property. At Sofia, for example, the Russian authorities have ordered the 
Jewish refugees from Wracza, Plevna and Nicvpoli to return to their homes ; 
but. the Christian population of Wracza refuses to receive them, while the 
Jewish quarters of Plevna and Nicopoli no longer exist. The Regional Com- 
mittee of Constantinople has solicited the Russian chargé d’ affairs, through the 
instrumentality of the German Ambassador, to give his protection to these Jews 
as also to the refugees from Karnabat and Kasanlik, but as yet without result. 
There are about 4,000 Jewish refugees at Constantinople, 4,000 at Adrianople, 
and 2,000 in the other cities of Turkey. The resources of the Central Committee 
are king rapidly exhausted; and if fresh funds are not forthcoming, the 
moment will soon come when there will not be a piece of bread for these 
fugitives, A fresh appeal will have to be made in behalf of them. A letter 
received from M. Fernandez, of Constantinople, points out the mistake com- 
mitted in the last report, where it was stated that the Grand Duke Nicholas had 
given 40,000 francs to the Regional Committee of the Alliance. It was not this 
Regional but the International Committee, which was the recipient of this 
donation. Roumania—The report states that both Italy and Germany have at 
the last moment declined ratifying the Commercial. ‘Treaty concluded with 
Roumania, unless the promise were given that the Jewish subjects of these 
governments should enjoy in Roumania the same rights to be insured to the 
general population. In Switzerland, too, the Jewish community is bestirring 
itself to induce the legislature to reject the Treaty concluded by the 
government, because it makes a distinction between Jewish and Christian 
citizens to the detriment of the former. The law court of Jassey has 
again denied Austrian Jews the right to hold real estate in the cities. One 
of the reasons given for this refusal is because the Jews have no country, 
and, consequently, belong .to no state. The repor: also confirms the intelli- 
gence that the fury and murderer—Madame Cimara, of Darabani notoriety, 
ull details are given of the judgment of the 
Court of Jassy, declaring Austrian Jews incapable of holding landed property in 
Roumania, and of the proceedings which resulted in the liberation of Madame 
Cimara. The report elso makes mention of the letter of thanks addressed by the 
Roumanian General, Angelesco, to the Jewish society “ Zion,’ for the services 
reudered by their ambulance in the late war. All the fourteen persons compos- 
ing the ambulance were decorated by Prince Charles. A Jewish volunteer who 
served in the artillery, David Kohn, has been decorated with the Russian ft. 
George's Order, and with the Roumanian orders of the Star and of the Military 
Merit. Six other Jewish doctors, enumerated by name in the report, have 
likewise served in the ambulances. Morocco and Tunis—T wo Jewish inhabi- 
tants of Tetuan, returning from Tangier, were attacked, grievously wounded 
and robbed by Arabs, The junta of the Jewish community of Tanger, as well 
as Sir Drummond Hay, have demanded the prompt punishment of the criminals 
by the.government. The governor of Tunis imprisoned fifteen Jews on some 
frivolous pretence. Owing to the interposition of the Regional Committee of 
the Alliance they have been released. Schools—A subvention for the school of 
Alcszar was apptied for. The community is exceedingly poor, living from hand 
to mouth. Vive hundred francs were voted for the current year. Aleppo—The 
progress of the school is satisfactory. ‘Turkish and Arabic are now taught in it. 
Bagdad—The apprentices, twenty in number, attend their workshops regularly 
and with succces. The Committee only expects better times to give the under- 
taking further development. Smyrna—Four thousand and five hundred francs 
were voted for the promotion of apprenticeship. Thirty boys will be apprenticed 
to various trades. The establishment of a girls’ school is contemplated. 
Tetuan—There are now eighteen apprentices. The Committee of the Morocco 
Relief Fund has forwarded to the school a number of English class-books. The 
Committee also pays the salary of aa English master. Tunis—The preparations 
for the establishment of a school advance rapidly. |

Turt.—The Chief Rabbi S. Ghiron, of Turin, composed a Hebrew elegy on the 


death of Victor Emanuel, which, having been translated into Italian, a clerical — 


journal, the Catholic Union, published accompanied by lengthy remarks, wherein it 
stated that ‘a Jewish rabbi canonized a Christian king.”’ 


CoLoGNE.—Herr Michael Simons, of Dusseldorf, has contributed to the Jewish 
Hospital and Asylum a donation of 15,000 marks, as a thanksgiving offering on the 
Providential escape of the Emperor of Germany from the two dastardly attempts 
upon his life, 


TrikstE.—A little girl, eight years old, addressed a memorial to the Emperor, 
petitioning for the life of an individual sentenced to death. The person condemned 
was a Christian, the infant petitioner a Jewess, The Emperor granted her request, 
and ordered the child to be made acquainted with the result of her petition, The 
girl's name is Elodia Caroli. 


Paris.—The community has lately lost one of its most intelligent members 
who, in years gone by, manifested the liveliest interest in all Jewish movements and 
was a most active promoter of Jewish education. M. Godchaux Weil died on June 
oth, at the age of 72. To the Anglo-Jewish community he was best known as Ben 
Levi, under which pseudonyme he published his *“ Matinees du Samedi,” translated 
into English, we believe, by the late Mr. Abrahams, of Liverpool. 


THE Jews Or SPAIN AND PORTUGAL AND THE INQUISITION.—We have before 
us an interesting curiosity. It is a Hebrew version of “Mr. F. D. Mocatta’s book, 
entitled as above. The author of the version is Mr. Frumkin, of Jerusalem, the 
editor of the //abazeleth, in whose office it was printed, and who is also the publisher, 
The translation is faithful and the language fluent. It was a happy idea on the part 
of Mr. Frumkin to have undertaken this task, much more meritorious than any of 
those useless ritualistic or kabbalistical works with which rabbis of the, Holy Land 
favour the public from time to time, We sincerely trust that the publication will 
find many readers, 


THE TomB OF THE KINGs.—Our Jerusalem correspondent, some time ago, 
informed our readers, that a French lady, of the name of Bertrand, purchased the so- 
called “Cave of the Kings,” in the vicinity of the Holy City, and made a present 
thereof to the Jewish community. We now learn, from the Archives /sraclites, that 
this lady is the wife of the celebrated geometrician of this name, a near relative of 
M. Isaac Pereire, that the purchase was made in the name of the Pereire family, in 
satisfaction of a vow of the late O. Rodrigues, and that the lady in question is not a 
member of the Jewish faith. , 


RouMANIA.—The Town Councillor of Jassy has devised a new method for 
harassing the Jews. It has been ordered that in future all beasts to be slain for food 
must be killed by the method known as the “ boutterole.” In other words, the authori- 
ties will not permit Jewish butchers to kill meat in accordance with the Jewish rite, 
The Jews refusing to eat forbidden meat must either emigrate or become vege- 
tarians,—Wochenschri/t,—The Wochenschrift, surveying the several steps taken in 
behalf of the Jews of Roumania, states thatin the Hungarian Diet, the Jewish 
deputy Wahrmann, on interpellation to the ministry, received the assurance from 
Count Andrassy that Austria will advocate the cause of the Roumanian Jews in the 
Congress, should the subject be discussed, A similar assurance was given to the 
Jewish deputy Kuranda by the Count, in the Viennese parliament, The ratification 
of the Treaty of Commerce between Germany and Roumania having been refused by 
the former, on account of the exclusion of the German Jews from its benefit, the 
government of the latter was asked by that of the former, by telegraph, whether 
it would guarantee to the German Jews the same rights as to the Christians, The 
reply was that this could not be done in the Treaty, but it was ready to give 
private assurances. England, France, Italy, Holland and Belgium have declined the 
Treaty for the same reason. A meeting of the Swiss Jews was held on the 2nd 
inst. at Berne, which was attended by 74 delegates representing 16 con gregations, at 
which it was resolved to make representations to the government, against the con- 
clusion of a Treaty with Roumania, which refused to Swiss Jews the rights accorded 
to Swiss Christians,

LivERPOOL.—We have received a copy of the annual report for 1878 of the Board 
of Management of the Liverpool Hebrews’ Educational Institution and Endowed 
Schools. There were 285 children on the books, The Government grant earned in 
the boys’ school is 17s. 64d. per head, as compared with 16s, 7d, in the previous year, 
while in the girls’ school the grant was ls, 11d., as compared with 17s. 4d. last year, 
The report of the Government Inspector is, on the whole, very satisfactory, and the 
Board of Management “record their approval of the faithful and energetic manner 
in which the Head Master and Mistress and teaching staff generally carry on their 
onerous work,” In the autumn of last year the Rev. G. J. Emanuel instituted an 
examination of the pupils in Hebrew and religious subjects. “ Thereverend gentle- 
man has reported very favourably on the improvement developed ! most branches 
of religious knowledge.’ ‘There has been comparatively little sickness among the 
children during the past year, which is attributed to the constant medical 
Supervision by Dr, Lewis ; the substantial clothes liberally provided by public sub- 
scription and endowed funds ; the warm and nourishing food afforded by the Ladies 
Soup Kitchen : and the physical benefit resulting from out-door drill. The report 
concludes as follows: The Board regret to report an unfavourable balance-shect, for 
Lotwithstandin g the exceptional receipts from donations, the income has been found 
to be inadequate to meet the current expenses of the year. The subscription list is

little more than £300 per annum, while the expenditure, for the one item of 
‘salaries,’ is more than double that amount ; nor can the Board see any prospect of 
reducing expenses without materially impairing the effective administration of the 
Schools, Surely the gravity of the quéstion of conducting these Schools at an 
annually increasing loss should force itself on the public mind, and rouse the Jews 
of Liverpool to the obvious necessity of contributing an enduring income, so that, 
free from the anxiety of fluctuating means, the Board of Management may devote 
themselves to perfect an educational system which they have laboured long and 
earnestly to establish. 


WHAT THE WorLD Owes TO Tuk Jews,—“ Oxoniensis” writes an able letter 
te the Weston Super-More Gazette complaining of the vituperation heaped upon the 
head of Lord Beaconsfield, and says in reference to the Jewish descent of the Ear! : 
* Now, that race and heredity do not only give power to the mind of a great man, 
but that they also give to his powers a directon ~ dees and limit his spontaneitics — 
seems to be a truth freely acknowledged by Menes, Moses, Buddha, Plato. Horace, as 
well as by every philo and miso Slav, every bigoted Saxon, and every burning Celt, 
who indites a song or a statute, a stanza or a book. Fortunately, the influence of 
race and heredity is a sort of fact which admits of examination, and with your 
permission, Mr. Editor, I will point out one way of examining it in the present 
notable case. Were we contemplating a Bechuana tribe taken captive during wars, 
and sold into foreign bondage, who amongst us would feel faith in any lessons they 
could teach the world, although a Bishop once ‘had a Zulu for a pal,’ and gained 
skill in exegesis from his friend's dusky lips’ But most of us are clear that the 
Israelitish people have through long ages posseseed an organisation and a culture 
fitting them to be true cosmopolites, because truly adapted to further the progress of 
Humanity. There is no surer test of a nation’s mind than its philosophic and 
religious thinking. Does “Anti-Beaconsfield’ know what the Jews did for Platonism, 
or how they moulded the physical and metaphysical systems of Aristotle, educing 
from them the elements of Theism, when men were treating the Father of Science 
Is he aware how Hebrew learning and influence presided 
over the birth of a school-philosophy which made Britain famous, maintained 
knowledge and literature when bauished from home after home in Europe, and were 
not absent from the great European revival’ A deep insight into such supra- 
mundane cycles of truth cannot be expected from any Casca, but it seems unpardon- 
able to figure as a downright know-nothing of that grand pedigree of thought whic 
descends from Philo down to Salomon Maimon and Moses Mendelssohn. Yet he 
appears absolutely ignorant that such a freeborn genealogy exists, how else could he 
forbear to recite one single name among the many easily found in no pre-historic or 
even pre-Christian times ; as, for example, that of the Rabbinist Saadja ben Joseph, 
the still greater Neoplatonist, Solomon ibn Gebirol (Gabriel), commonly called 
Avicebron, or that twelfth century syncretist Abraham ben David, whose lustre paied 
only in the deeper philosophy of Moses ben Maimon, better known as Maimonides, 
Of Levi ben Gerson, and others like him, it is not too much to say that they linked 
ancient with mediswval thought, just as Baruch de Spinoza connects Cartesianism 
with modern science, Let this hater of Hebrews read up the stainless lives of a few 
such great Jewish thinkers, and he will see how truth and righteousness met 
together. He may not unprofitably conclude -his lesson by a dip into thé Ethical 
writings of Maimonides, where he will find something valuable against low motives 
in morals, not to mention sublime thoughts respecting the pure love of God, and on 
human responsibility together with its issue in a future state of retribution. Time 
and space would fail me to reckon up the vast Art and Culture debt, which Indo- 
European races have owed in like manner throughout many centuries past. Even 
school-girls learn a little of what music has to acknowledge, and Germany will 
never forget the fact. But then Germany has not forgotten what is owed to Jewish 
philosophy by her greatest men—by Jacobi and Lessing, by Herder and by Schelling, 
‘Ohe! jam satis.” Yet it would have been a pleasure to dwell upon the calm virtues 
and wisdom of the elder Disraeli, whose memory may reasonably deepen our regrets 
for the fate of Mr. Pelham’s Naturalization Bill. It would also have been pleasant 
to plead for Lord Beaconsfield the concluding and conclusive admission of his 
slanderer, that he has for accomplices in his greatest and wickedest conspiracy, not 


only such’ obliquitous personages as the Prince Consort and Earl Russell, but, what 


must appear truly frightful, even the Queen's Majesty, the Parliament of England, 
and the Enrlish people! Let me venture on one closing remark. If this veiled 
vituperator has been unfaithful to the best of Anglo-Saxon inetincts—justice and 
veracity—and if (as Coleridge said) Faith begins with Fidelity to a man's better 
self, then we must pronounce him a practical unbeliever. At all events, he is not to 
be placed among those reverent believers who love to dwell upon the image and 
remembrance of a Saviour made visible in Israel's flesh and blood, and who cherish 
a ‘lively hope that by the hand of a Hebrew they may themselves be led into 
Paradise.”
